On orders of Dr. Herman N. Bun- 
desen, health department epidemiolo- 
gist, large doses of thymol are being 
administered to Capt. Crippen to kill 
the parasites. 

In advanced cases hookworm causes 
emaciation of the thorax and swelling 
of the abdomen and there is generally 
a tendency to develop an abnormal ap- 
petite for certain foods, such as pickles 
and lemons. 

In sevére cases this tendency often 
takes the direction o “dirt eating,” 
as the disease is sometimes called in 
the south, and the patient may cat 
wood, sand, clay,,chimney soot, plas- 
ter, cotton, or wool. In one case on 
record a boy ate three coats, thread 
by thread, in one year. 

A Small Parasite.

U. S. MAY SEIZE 
FOREIGN SHIPS 
FOR BOOZE SALES 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 11.—[By 
the Associated Press.}—Seizure and 
sale of foreign ships violating Amer- 
ican prohibition laws is under con- 
sideration by the bureau of internal 
revenue as a means of curbing liquor 
smuggling. 

‘Evidence gathered by federal en- 
forcement agents was said to have dis- 
closed that masters of foreign ships; 
conspired with their seamen to violate 
the prohibition laws. The bureau has 
discovered connection between foreign 
seamen engaged in smuggling and a 
“whisky ring” through which the 
commodity is marketed. 

The Volstead act provides for con- 
fiscation of vehicles of transportation 
employed in violation of that law. 
Bureau officials feel that although for- 
eign complications may result, they 
should take steps in that direction in 
order to control the traffic.
